he believes the m easure is in­ 
valid. 
In a letter delivered to Coun­ 
cil 
Clerk 
Charles 
Alexander 
Tuesday. Mayor Cranm er listed 
his objections to the ordinance. 
The letter reads, in part: 
“ As stated in Section 731 06 of 
the Ohio Revised Code, this (re­ 
alignm ent) can only be done by 
the legislative 
authority 
after 
each recurring Federal 
Census 
and then only after the Secre­ 
tary of State has issued a proc­ 
lam ation as to the population of 
the city. 


“ We have not annexed any 
territory to m aterially 
change 
the vote in 4-.I and are not add­ 
ing any additional 
wards. 
It 
does state that this can be han­ 
dled by the service 
director. 
He has not been asked to make 
any changes." 
Would Transfer Precincts 
Generally, the ordinance pass­ 
ed by Council, reduces the size 
of the F irst and Fourth Wards 
by transferring precincts to the 
Second and Third. 
The m easure was first intro­ 
duced on Oct. 20 in Council and 
at that time a shadow of doubt 
concerning its lgeality was cast 
by President Ford Joseph Jr. 
Joseph said he called the state 
attorney general’s office to dis­ 
cuss the ordinance because he 
was not satisfied with an ans­ 
wer at a previous meeting to a 
question asking if it is legal for 
the realignm ent to be done by 
CouncU at this time. 
The state law referred to by 
the m gyor specifies that 
t h e 
wards be realigned within three 
months following a federal cen­ 
sus so as to have all wards as 
nearly as possible in population 
as practical. 
Told Council Hasn’t Power 
Joseph said that he was told 
by officials of the attorney gen­ 
eral's office that Council does 
not have the power, and that it 
must be done by the director of 
public service. 
He noted that 
the attorney 
general in 1922 issued an opin­ 
ion that any realignment other 
than during three months fo l­ 
lowing a census must be done 
by 
the director of public ser­ 
vice, and that the attorney gen­ 
eral in 1961 concurred with the 
earlier opinion 
City Solicitor Thomas Coe told 
Council that it does, under the 
home rule statute, have 
t h e 
right to realign the w ards at 
any time. He said that the re­ 
cent U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
on re-apportionment, which de­ 
clares that all voters have eq­ 
ual representation, adds further 
credence to his opinion.

If the New Jersey solution to the prob­ 
lem of reapportioning state leg islatures 


were to be upheld In the court* and es­ 


tablished as a possible model for other 


States, the main thing wrong with it would 
be Its mathematical perfection. 
Its mathematical basis is the fact the 
smallest senatorial district would g et one 
v ote and all other» would be appointed 
v otes in exact ratio to this one-v ote basis. 
Thus, the senator from the larg est dis­ 
trict would hav e 19 v otes. Votes would be 
fig ured down to one decimal point 
Instead of apportioning v oters, the New 


Jersey plan would apportion v otes. All 
present New Jersey senators would keep 
their jobs. There would be no reason to 
buck the plan because of a possible loss 
of jobs. It will be bucked, of course, but 
not for this narrowest of all reasons for 
opposing reapportionment to carry out tha 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling that leg islativ e 
v otes should be as representativ e as pos­ 
sible of equal numbers of constituents. 
The New Jersey plan may be thrown 
out by the courts. Ev en if upheld it may 
attract no imitators. But it does show re­ 
sourcefulness — and it does Insure that 
all political entities will be represented. 


Long Terms For Representatives 


One of the reapportionment plans for 
the Ohio General Assembly’s lower house 
emboidieg a proposal to double the pres­ 
ent two-year terms of representativ es. 
This has no direct connection with re­ 
apportionment. It does hav e bearing 
on 
the efficiency of representation in the 
leg islature. 
It would g iv e continuity of org aniza­ 
tion to the lower house. At the beg inning , 
half the members would be elected for 
two-year terms, the other half for four- 
year terms. Thereafter, all candidates 
would stand for four-year terms, with 
half the seats coming up for g rabs ev ery 
biennium. 
This would g iv e v oters a fresh crack at 
the lower house each two years 
But it would g iv e the representativ es 
a continuity of org anization that now is 
impossible. As the state’s affairs increase 


in complexity, leg islators need to increase 
their efficiency not only in Columbus but 
in their bailiwcks. 
Much of the leg islature’s most important 
work s done in interim committees: meet­ 
ing when there is no leg islativ e session 
in prog ress. These committees need more 
stability. 


If Ohio’s General Assembly were 
to 
conv ene annually, it is pointed out by 
backers of the four-year-term proposal, a 
long er term for representativ es would be 
ev en more urg ent from the standpoint 
of leg islativ e efficiency. 
Strong est arg ument for two-year terms 
always has been responsiv eness to a 
chang e in popular opinion. This is, in­ 
deed, a necessity. But with half the seats 
in the House of Representativ es 
being 
filled ev ery two years, there would be no 
loss of responsiv eness. 


China On the Party Line

« 11 traces of Khruahchev ’s influence and 
return to the doctrínate dictatorship

They must adhere to the credo of M a n ­ 
ciples in China, paying no attention to 
interpretation* by any other source. 
Russian Communists who happen to be 
in tune with Peking , meaning those who 
nev er g ot out of tune with Stalinism, will 
be on the inside looking out and those 
out of tune with Chinese Communists will 
be on the outside looking in. 
The true prophets of the Communist 
faith are in diina and Peking is the 
mecca for true believ es. There can be on­ 
ly one party line, and it beg ins and ends 
at points to be determned by the leaders

Chang es may be made on authority of 
a supreme party power, but the party 
line must nev er be questioned. The ulti­ 
mate crime is dev iation. 


THE TOUGHEST ENEMY of Commu- 
nism is human nature 


Human nature is dev iationist. It runs 
to contrary opinions, doubts and tang en­ 
tial thoug hts. 
It does not take kindly to thoug ht con­ 
trol and edicts. 


It reserv es the rig ht to counter ex­ 
tremism with extremism, and most of all 
it scoffs at any sug g estion that one hu­ 
man being , or any coterie of human 
being s, should dictate to other human be­ 
ing without a show of consent. 
There 
is no ev idence 
that 
Russian 
Communists hav e consented to let Pek­ 
ing dictate the Communist party line.

saying , “in the South is that 
the ag ents are white Southern­ 
ers who hav e been influenced 
by the mores of the communi­ 
ty. To maintain their status they 
hav e to be friendly with the lo­ 
cal police and people who are 
promoting seg reg ation.” 
It was reported further that 
Rev . King alleg ed that ev ery 
time he saw an FBI man in 
Albany, the ag ent was with lo­ 
cal police.

He was affronted by charg es 
that the FBI men were doing 
nothing when informed of v io­ 
lent acts ag ainst Neg roes. 


THE DIRECTOR felt that this 
reflected on the integ rity of him­ 
self and the entire FBI. The 
story and quotes were checked 
out and found accurate. 
In ensuing months there was 
other such criticism of the bur­ 
eau by followers and colleag ues 


of The Rev . Mr. King 
These 
were sensitiv e days in the na­ 
tional life of the nation on the 
civ il rig hts front. Mr. Hoov er 
determined to strike back at 
the criticism, but did not want 
to complicate m atters at the 
time. 
Then a year ag o came the 
trag ic assassination of President 
John Kennedy. The entire inner 
world of national security was 
in turmoil. Inv estig ations g av e 
birth to ev er expanding inv esti­ 
g ations. Many of these crossed 
national boundaries. 
Energ ies were absorbed by 
these probes and liaison work 
with the Warren Commission. 
The director held his v erbal fire 
as the presidential campaig n be­ 
g an rurthing parallel to the final 
days of the commission’s prob­ 
ing . analysis and writing of the 
monumental report. 
WITH ITS RELEASE on Sept. 
26. the FBI chief ag ain 
was 
{ 
irojected into the national lime- 
ig ht. This came a few days 
after the 
Neg ro 
leader—now 
considered the spokesman for 
the entire embattled American 
Neg ro community—was receiv ed 
by His Holiness Pope Paul in a 
priv ate audience on Sept. 18. 
The moment was inappropriate 
for any controv ersy. 
A few weeks later, on Oct. 
14, Rev . King receiv ed the No­ 
bel Peace Prize and ag ain was 


an international 
fig ure. 
Then 
followed the final weeks oi the 
election. 
Mr. Hoov er waited 
for 
the 
quiet moment in our national 
and international 
life 
to 
say 
publicly what he had had on his 
mind. He wanted to cite the 
record of FBI ag ents in Mis­ 
sissippi and elsewhere. 
About a week after Election 
Day the Sarah McClendon Back­ 
g round Briefing Session Group 
soug ht a v isit with him as it 
had with other Washing ton per­ 
sonalities. Not until the morning 
of Nov . 16 did he decide to see 
them. He had the morning of 
Wednesday, Nov . 18 open.

answered que­ 
stion. 
It is: 
W h a t 
h as 
been done and 
can 
be done 
Dav id i.awrmr* to prev ent the 
repetition of such a trag edy? 
While a year has elapsed, it 
is unfortunately true that not 
much prog ress toward a solu­ 
tion of this problem has been 
made. Guns of all kinds still 
are possessed by people who 
oug ht not to hav e them, and 
there are no restraints placed 
upon 
persons 
of 
unbalanced 
mind 
who 
mig ht 
use 
such 
weapons. 
What is ev en more reg ret­ 
table is that no chang e has been 
made in the procedures of presi­ 
dential trips or tours which at­ 
tract a multitude of people. 
The 
fact that 
a 
president 
takes such chances has been 
put forth as a sig n of courag e, 
but, in truth, the people of the 
United States should not be sub­ 
jected to the risks inv olv ed in 
the sudden loss of a president. 


EVER 
SINCE 
the 
Warren 
Commission 
reprt 
was filed, 
there has been much debate 
about inv estig ations of persons 
who mig ht pose a threat to 
the life of a president. 
It isn’t a question of whether 
the FBI and the Secret Serv ice 
shall be combined or shall con­ 
tinue to operate as separate 
ag encies. It’s primarily a task 
of g athering information about 
irresponsible 
persons 
in 
this 
country who happen to hav 6 
murder weapons. It’s the av ail­ 
ability of g uns to unbalanced in­ 
div iduals which has not yet 
been tackled as a major prob­ 
lem in America. 
Both the FBI and the Secret 
Serv ice 
receiv e 
rig ht 
along 
thousands of letters of a threat­ 
ening nature which are turned 
ov er to these ag encies by inter­ 
ested citizens. It takes a g ood 
deal of time and money to in­ 
v estig ate these cases, but this 
should no be a discourag ement 
to the g ov ernmental ag encies 
•oncerned. 


One little-mentioned phase of 
the problem which worries the 
inv estig ativ e ag encies is the 
tendency on the part of some 
of the press to print references 
to threatening letters and some­ 
times to publish the texts of 
these. 
This, it has been arg ued, acts 
as a form of mental sug g es­ 
tion to those who may be of 
unbalanced mind. There was a 
time in Washing ton when the 
press nev er mentioned threats 
or attempts to harm a presi­ 
dent, and ev en if indiv iduals 
were arresed in connection with 
these, there were no references 
made to such occurrences. 


WHETHER this theory is a 
correct one and whether the 
psychiatrists 
can 
defend 
the 
thesis that it would be better 
to say nothing about such ar­ 
rests than to mention them in 
print is open to debate 
Sooner or later a scientific 
study of this problem will be 
made, and doubtless the press 
will be willing to cooperate if 
it can be shown that a benefit 
can be deriv ed from withhold­ 
ing 
publicity 
on 
the 
threats 
themselv es. 
It’s a known fact that since 
Lee 
Harv ey 
Oswald 
assassi­ 
nated President Kennedy with 
a long -rang e rifle, there hav e 
been attempts to procure weap­ 
ons of the same kind, and ap­ 
prehension has dev eloped that 
there mig ht be a repetition of 
a similar occurrence on future 
presidential trips. 
The subject is related to the 
whole question of crime. The 
street* in many a city are to­ 
day dang erous, particularly aft­ 
er dark and to persons on foot. 
The local police force is usually 
inadequate. 
There are not enoug h police­ 
men av ailable to keep watch on 
ev ery area in cities and towns 
where crimes are likely to oc­ 
cur. 
Public funds are 
being 
spent for all kinds of purposes 
supposed to be beneficial to 
America. 
What is needed today is not 
merely a “g reat society” but 
a safe society. This will nev er 
be accomplished until the police 
force has been materially in­ 
creased by ev ery state, city and 
county in the country—not only 
to apprehend criminals but to 
work 
toward 
prev ention 
of 
crime. 


ANOTHER 
COMMENT 
in 


connection with the observ ance 
of the anniv ersary of the as­ 
sassination of President Ken­ 
nedy has been expressed by 
many people. Howev er fitting 
this 
was 
a 
year 
after 
the 
trag edy, they deplore the idea 
of celebrating the anniv ersary 
of an assassination. 
They 
sug g est 
there 
should 
rather be memorials and cele­ 
brations of a constructiv e char­ 
acter on the birthday of a presi­ 
dent of the United States who 
has become a martyr. Thus, 
for example, the day on which 
Abraham 
Lincoln was assas­ 


sinated is not made an occasion 
for nationwide observ ance. It’s 
his birthday which is celebrated 
and dedicated to his memory. 
John F. Kennedy was born 
on May 9, 1917 . He risked his 
life for his country in peace as 
well as in war. The American 
people can pay tribute to a 
courag eous indiv idual by cele­ 
brating his brithday, instead of 
by perpetuating the memory of 
a day on which an irresponsible 
and derang ed citizen took the 
life f a president and chang ed 
the course of the history of 
the world.

For thousands of Mexico’s pol­ 
iticians, it’s practically the nig ht 
before Christmas. 
For the. the big day is Dec. 
1, when a new President will 
take office. And while the presi­ 
dent-elect, Gustav o Diaz Ordaz, 
knows full well what his prize 
Is—the almost absolute power 
that g oes with the job—the oth­ 
ers aren’t sure whether they’ll 
find a present or a lump of 
coal in their stocking s. 
The presidency in this coun* 
fry is one of the world’s prim* 
examples of the cult of per­ 
sonality in action. The man who 
is elected to rule ov er Mexico’s 
37 million people, and it’s al­ 
ways the candidate of the of­ 
ficial Institutional 
Rev olution­ 
ary party (RPI), becomes a 
combination of benev olent dic­ 
tator and Great White Father. 
Althoug h there are leg islativ e 
and judiciary branches of the 
g ov ernment, the 
only 
branch 
that really counts is the execu­ 
tiv e, and the president is the 
executiv e branch. 
AS SUCH, he is—behind the 
scenes—the maker of all laws, 
the arbiter of all decisions, the 
dispenser of all fav ors, that is 
to say, all that are important 
His cabinet ministers and other 
subordinates hav e certain au­ 
thority of their own, as long 
as their v iews do not clash with 
the boss’s. 
While in office, the President 
is the object of adulation of one 
of the world’s g reat propag anda 
machines, the combined forces 
of the PRI, the labor, farm and 
professional blocs that belong in 
it, the nation's news media and 
anyone and ev eryone who want* 
some kind of fav or from the 
g ov ernment. 
To keep that imag e brig ht 
and shiny in the minds of his 
people, the president trav els ex­ 
tensiv ely throug hout the coun­ 
try. Adolfo Lopez Mateos, ths 
present president, for example, 
has spent probably one out of 
ev ery four days on the road 
dedicating new projects, pass 
ing out titles to free land foi 
peasants, addressing the hund­ 
reds of org anizations that hav e 
beseig ed him with requests tc 
let them honor him. 
Rig ht now, Lopez Mateos i? 
racing ag ainst time. He will be 
out of office soon and. before 
he g oes, he must g et his name 
on as many dedicatory plaque? 
as possible. On a typical day 
recently, he inaug urated 7 7 5 
classrooms, 249 workshops and 
90 laboratories, worth i total oi 
more 
than 
$16 million—all in 
four hours. 
THESE ARE all projects be­ 
g un, or at least finished, under 
his mandate. The plaques and 
the inaug urations serv e to prop­ 
ag ate the myth it’s the presiden1 
who bestows all, rather than the 
for itself. 
While Lopez Mateos is bus> 
riding the inaug uration trail 
members of his team, as they 
call it here, 
are 
wondering 
what will happen to them wher 
he leav es office. Cabinet min­ 
isters, for example, are biting 
their nails and their assist 
ants are doing the same thing

The rioting began today at the 
Hong Lac school in which stu­ 
dents striking against the gov­ 
ernment had barricaded them­ 
selves.

with stones and their fists and 
chased them down side streets. 
One soldier was badly beaten. 
Another student mob assem­ 
bled at the national Buddhist 
pagoda and advanced on about 
30 paratroopers armed with tear 
gas and bay onets. The para­ 
troopers were ordered to re­ 
treat. 
As the paratroopers drove off 
in trucks, groups of students 
swung 
down 
side 
streets, 
chasing about 50 riot police 
carry ing wicker shields and bat­ 
ons. The police ran. 
Three fire trucks drove up but 
the drivers went quickly into 
reverse as the students charged 
them. One truck was caught, its 
windshield 
smashed 
and 
its 
driver injured. 
By noon, the student« had 
cleared all police, troops and 
paratroopers 
from 
a seven 
block area around the Buddhist 
headquarters. 
The students set up barri­ 
cades in front of the headquar 
ters, battered a car and an am­ 
bulance and beat up an ambu­ 
lance driver.

with reinforcements and tried to 
disperse the students. As about 
200 
paratroops,

and 
troops gathered, the students 
began
